USING THE AUDIO SELECTOR 

Caution: To avoid damaging your receiver/ampiifier or 
speakers, set the audio source’s and receiver/ampiifier’s 
voiume controis to minimum before seiecting that source. 

To seiect the desired audio source, press the seiector but- 
ton — 1 , 2 , or 3 — on your audio seiector’s front panei that 
matches the number of the jack (aux i, aux 2, or aux 3) 
where you connected the audio source. 

Note: Be sure you seiect the proper input switch setting 
(AUX, CD/AUX, or TV/AUX) on your receiver/ampiifier.
